Hey  Jessica  -  Happy  New  Year!  I  hope  you're  feeling  better  and  are  fully  back  in  action! 
As  discussed  on  our  call  before  the  holiday,  following  is  an  overview  of  the  current  status 
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and  next  steps  for  the  USC-DTLA  project. 

1)  We  have  sufficient  interest  from  USC  at  this  stage  -  both  at  the  Provost  level  with 
Randy  Hall,  and  at  the  department  level  through  the  Emergent  Cities  Research 
Group. 

2)  The  next  step  is  establishing  complementary  interest  on  the  part  of  Downtown's 
private  and  public  sector,  and  that  is  where  CCA  can  play  a  central  role  in: 

a.  Identifying  key  public  &  private  sector  partners 

b.  Adapting  the  project  to  reflect  the  interests  of  those  partners 

Perhaps  this  would  involve  convening  a  CCA  working  group/committee  to  start.
